can reasonably expect immunity from criticism 
from time to time, and probably none does, but it is 
entitled to .expect that the criticism shall be helpful 
in the sensedhat it is made in the public interest. The 
Canadian National Railways system is a proper sub¬ 
ject for public discussion and fair criticism, but the 
fact , that it is publicly owned does not make it any 
more so than the privately-owned Canadian Pacific 
Railway, whose operation affects the national interest 
in an equally iatiaate degree. While these are com¬ 
peting systems, they at the same time are the Siamese 
twins of our transportation structure, since they are 
joined by a common national interest and the mainte¬ 
nance of both in a prosperous condition is essential 
to the economic welfare of the country. 

Some of the criticism which is being directed at 
the management of the Canadian National Railways 
just now is oot constructive, nor is it intended to be. 
It is, m fact, designed to cripple the system by bring¬ 
ing about its subordination to political control and 
operation which those critics hope will limit its legi¬ 
timate activities as a railroad. That this has been 
more persistent and strident during the last year than 
it hat been at any other time since the national rail¬ 
ways system was consolidated under' public owner¬ 
ship it rather significant. For example, it ig note¬ 
worthy that some of those who profess to be appalled 
at a deficit of $29,000,000 in connection with the 
Canadian National Railways, for the most part were 
silent in 1920 when the deficit was about $70,000,- 
000, m 1921 when it was nearly $60,000,000 and 
had little or nothing to say in 1923 when it was $52.- 
000.000. Part of that time, it will be recalled, the 
King government was in office, imbued with the de¬ 
termination to make the railways, which it had in¬ 
herited from its predecessor, a useful asset for the 
Canadian people, and with that purpose in view en¬ 
listed the services of Sir Henry Thornton to run the 
system independently of party politics. That atmos¬ 
phere obviously would not have been favorable to 
any propaganda for the crippling of this system, the 
consequences of which would have cost the Canadian 
people infinitely more than any deficits they have had 
to meet on account of the Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways. Is the atmosphere more congenial for that 
purpose now? | Neither Mr. Bennett nor Dr. Manion.

Notwithstanding them 
conditions, the two companies are being bombarded 
with requests for expenditures aggregating many mil¬ 
lions, for costly extensions, increased services and other 
commitments—and at the same time application, for 
reduction in freight charges. The Minister of Railway, 
stated in the House of Commons that he had received 
numerous complaints against the reduction of Canadian 
National Railways services at many points, and de¬ 
mands that former schedule, be restored. 

There is no such thing as infallibility in railroad 
economic, any more than there is m any other form 
of big business. Boih the Canadian Pacific Railway 
and the Canadian National Railways adopted pro¬ 
grammes of expansion three or four years ago upon 
which they would not have embarked if they could 
have foreseen the condition which developed through¬ 
out the world m the fall of 1929; so did great trans¬ 
portation corporations in the United States, not to 
speak of other big companies all over the world, while 
government, made similar miscalculation!. Deficits 
to-day. therefore, are not exceptional. That of the 
province of British Columbia for the fiscal year just 
ended is much greater proportionately than that of 
the Canadian National Raibvayr. since r free million 
shortage is a heavier burden for 600.000 people than 
one of $29,000,000 is for 10.000.000 people.

FARMERS NOT 
REQUIRED TO 
MAKE RETURNS 

Exemptions For Federal In¬ 
come Tax Outlined By Tax 


The Inspector of Income tax at 
Vancouver announced to-day for the 
benefit of the farmer* that the in¬ 
come tax division of the Department 
of National Revenue does not re 
quire a farmer or rancher to make ai 
Income tat return on form T. la, 
unless he ha* had during the year 
tinder report a taxable Income He 
also pointed out that the act provides 
there shall be aaaeseed. levied and paid 
upon the Income during the preceding 
year of every person a tax at the 
rates set down in the act. and provides 
exemption* as follows: 

Three thousand dollar* In the eaee 
of a married person or householder 
or any other person who has depend¬ 
ent upon him any of the following 
persons: A parent or grandparent: a 
daughter or sister: a son or brother 
under twenty-one years of age or in¬ 
capable of self-support on account of 
mental or physical infirmity. 

Fifteen hundred dollars in the caee 
of other persona, and $500 for each 
child under twenty-one yearn of age 
who Is dependent upon the taxpayer 
for support, or if twenty-on# years 
Pf age or over. Is incapable of self- 
support on account of mental or phys¬ 
ical infirmity. 

Where a husband and wife have 
each a asperate Income in exceaa of 
#1.500. each receives an exemption 
of $1,500 only. 

The exemption for any dependent 
child may be taken by either parent 
under arrangement between them¬ 
selves. and In the event of any dis¬ 
pute arising b etwe en them the exemp¬ 
tion u * allowed to the father of the

M ANY ARE the difficulties—both electrical and mechanical 
—that engineers must overcome before television becomes 
established in our homes like the radio. 

Because of the wide channel required to earry the thousands 
of frequencies each second in the transmission of a picture, only 
the very short waves have been found of use in television broad¬ 
casting. For only here is there room enough to permit a great 
number of broadcasters to send television images on channels at 
least 100 kilocycles wide. ► 

But short waves often exhibit very peculiar characteristics. 
They break into two types at the transmitter. 

On* kind travel* horizontally out¬ 
ward from the transmitting aerial end 
la ■ topped, or reflected, by an interven¬ 
ing object, like a tall building or a bill. 

The other shoot* 100 miles or so up¬ 
wards and bounds back to earth, skip¬ 
ping a great distance from ita source 
The result is that these wave* are 
not received except within actual sight 
of the transmitter or thousands of; 
miles away. Transmitted from a sta¬ 
tion In or near a City Ukt New York, 
they have been found to bound and 
rebound among the tall buildings, 
leaving daad spots In some places and 
doubling up In others. 

Scientists of the Bell Laboratories In 
New York, receiving radio transmitted 
images from their experimental station

THE CASE FOB CLEOPATBA’S NOSE 

In hie opening pages the author tells us that 
-famous but utterly Incomprehensible la Pascal’s 
dictum that 'If Cleopatra had not had such a 
long nom the course of history would hare been 
different.’" Thle unfortunately, spoils what la 
also a good epigram In English As rendered by 
Brander Matthew* who loved the phrase, Pascal's 
original Una waa: "If Cleopatra's nom bad hern 
flat the face of the world would hare changed ‘ 
And that's a much better epigram than what 
Wertheimer makes of It. 

Ha talla ua that the lady died of poison, but 
that no one can vouch for the exact method of 
her death. She committed suicide, no doubt. Tha 
stocy of Urn adder's DIM arose be c ause Octavius 
r ep r esented bar with an adder wound about bar 
arm In hla triumphal procession in Roma.

Although Paul Kane, th* art tit. crossed the 
prairies In 1*46 end then through the Rockies to 
the Coast by way of th# Yellowheed Pam. thus 
anticipating Lord MUton and Chaadle. the two 
English travelers may wall be called tha drat 
uanacanadlan tourists Paul *ane waa on busi¬ 
ness. making sketches of Indian Ufa, but the Eng¬ 
lishmen. both of them in their twenties, did tha 
trip to satisfy their lore of adventure. They were 
anxious to visit our real wild west, to enjoy th* 
pleasure of riding In a Red River cart, to chare 
tbs buffalo, to bag grlaallm and Rocky Mountain 
goats, and perhaps to take pot shots tt marauding 
Sioux or Blacklist. If they could bare had a pro¬ 
phetic vision of th# hardships they were destined 
to suffer in their Journey through th* mountains, 
it la certain that Lord MUton at any ret* would 
never hare gone on the "pleasure" trip: Eh. 
Chaadle wee a former Cambridge oarsmen, a giant 
of twenty-acran years, brave, resolute end full of 
pluck, and. If ha could bare men the end In th* 
beginning. It Is possible that he might hare 
booked for tbs paaaage to Canada, but bs would 
not hare undertaken to make the Northwest pea- 
sage by land In a nonchalant spirit. It la a good 
thing that the fates hart*' a thick curtain between 
ua and future trials and tribulations.

PROPHESIED FI TUBE TRADE WITH ORIENT 

Dr. Cbeadle had alio the prescience to nails* 
that on* day a big trad* would be carried on be¬ 
tween the ports of British OoHwnbla and thorn of 
India, China and Japan. On this topic he makes 
this prophetic deliverance. "The favorite schema 
of geographers In this Country for the last three 
centuries has been th* discovery of a Northwest 
Paaaage by aa*. a* th* shorten route to the rich 
countries of the east The discovery has been 
made, but In a commercial point of view It baa 
proved valueless.

S TUDYING witchcraft belief on two 
Indian reservations, I strayed Into com¬ 
edy and tragedy. 

On the Six Nation reserve near Brant¬ 
ford I saw a merry dance of masks driving 
away malignant spirits, and I am still chuckl¬ 
ing at it. On the Tyendinaga reserve near 
Deaeronto I witnessed a groveling fear of 
demoniac possession. 

It was relieved by no form of art or 
humor. It was the stark terrorism of the 
man who in Poe's tale was bound in a pit 
with a pendulum swinging overhead. Ren¬ 
dered more ironic by the fact that the vic¬ 
tims of this panic, I was going to say, con¬ 
soled themselves with Scripture, their plight 
was doubly distressing, not only because of 
their mental servitude, but also because of 
the misery and misfortune which have come 
to naive and child-like people. 

A Mohawk Indian, “Billy Horse" Maracle. 
assisted by his sister-in-law, dragged to his 
bouie sn old woman, his aunt, whom he 
claimed had long bewitched bis two children. 
Altnough she denied his sccusatlon, he, with 
threats and blows, endeavored to force her 
to remove her spell. 

As a result of his attempt to defeat witch¬ 
craft, he Is now serving a sentence of two 
years, and his sister-in-law a sentence of six 
months That, in all ray questioning through¬ 
out the locality, is the most convincing evi¬ 
dence I found of the power of witchcraft to 
inflict suffering. 

i.ecently in British Columbia two Indians 
wen given one year's suspended sentence for 
trying with much noise end inesntation to 
remove the spirit of a bear from the throat 
of a chief at Hagwillet. Some similar tem¬ 
pering of a justice with mercy might have 
been sufficient rebuke to the spirit of credu¬ 
lity and violence at Tyendinaga, something 
for instance, like the treatment of a defend¬ 
ant at Lindsay who was let off with a caution 
after confessing to three attempts to’ poison 
his wife. 

Certainly the court decision In this case 
is not calculated to dispel belief in the mal¬ 
ignancy of witches. It threatens two poor 
families with a greater poverty. In one 
house an old rheumatic grandfather 78 years 
old wheesing at the fire with a tube draining 
pleurisy from his side is left to do the spring 
plowing and be the sole support of bis house¬ 
hold. On the next form his son-in-law Is left 
as a sort of witch widower to look after two 
young children as well as cows, pigs and 
chickens. 

These survivors of the witchcraft trial, 
In tne months to come, with the larder getting 
low, may well imagine that the witches still 
pursue them. 

from the point of view of those interested 
in the collection of strange superstitions and 
occult beliefs, it is a pity that ths trial was 
coldly conducted as a straight assault and 
battery affair. If the court had been curi¬ 
ous of the psychology of tho participants, 
and if the lawyer for the defence bad 
brought, as he could have brooght, hundreds 
of Mohawk witnesses, there would have been 
abundant evidence that these descendants of
